Community center 
funds released for 
Housing Authority

The federal government has approved 
$103,000 for construction of a community 
services facility on 3Vk acres west of the 
County Housing Authority Headquarters 
building on West Ocean Avenue. 
Word on the action was disclosed 
today by Dick Mires, executive director 
of the Housing Authority. He said the 
government action revived a plan that 
was first broached a couple of years ago 
and 
then 
laid 
aside, 
victim 
of 
community uncertainty and the ravages 
of inflation. 
The revival of the plan raises a 
number of questions Mires said he 
would discuss the matter with his board 
of directors at a meeting on April 10 He 
said the federal money must be spent on 
the site presently occupied by the Boys’ 
Club and within two years or be lost. 
“ One of my main concerns, however,” 
he said, “ is that I don’t want to see the 
Boys’ Club program jeopardized ” 
The 
youth 
services 
organization 
occupies an old Army structure on the 
property. An estimated 600 or 700 
youngsters use the facility regularly, 
according to Mires. 
The 
directors 
would 
have 
to 
determine whether to orient the new 
building toward senior citizens, toward 
youth or toward a combination of 
community needs. Mires said. One of 
the key factors in that decision will be 
the ultimate determination of the city on 
a proposed community building in Ryon 
Park. Mires said the Housing Authority 
wouldn't want to duplicate an existing 
facility. 
He said he would confer with Lompoc 
City administrator Gene Wahlers for the 
latest city council thinking on the Ryon 


Park project. 
Yesterday, Wahlers told the Record, 
“ If they’re prepared to go ahead, it 
opens the door to a 
number of 
alternatives,’’ and he added: “ We’d 
want to explore any possibilities that 
would make the best use of the money 
available to the city, to the Housing 
Authority and to the Boys’ Club.” 
He noted that the Boys’ Club has its 
own property, a whole city block located 
between Chestnut and Laurel Avenues 
and between M and N Streets. 
There are a number of options open to 
the Housing Authority directors. The 
board could use the $103,000 to build a 
facility for community use and then 
lease it to the Boys’ Club for as long as it 
would take the youth organization to 
raise money for its own building. Or the 
directors could build a facility similar to 
those the authority has built in Santa 
Maria and Guadalupe to serve as 
community centers for the low rent 
housing units they administer. Or the 
directors could build some other type of 
facility. 
The federal funding comes under the 
Housing 
Authority’s 
modernization 
program When the possibility was aired 
two years ago, Mires announced that 
there was $30,000 set aside to purchase 
the V/x acres from the Army. That 
money is still available. Mires said 
In conjunction with that earlier 
program, certain community groups, 
principally the Women’s Division of the 
Chamber of Commerce volunteered to 
raise money to aid the cause. It was the 
plan at that time to underwrite the cost 
of certain features in the building that 
would 
be 
beyond 
the 
Housing 
Authority’s budget. For example, a 
more coTnprehensive kitchen.

Physicians give views 
on insurance 'crisis'

Radical 
increases 
in 
medical 
malpractice insurance premiums have 
created a malpractice insurance crisis 
for physicians across the country Local 
physicians 
who 
talked 
with 
this 
reporter, felt they too wore facing a 
crisis. 
One Lompoc physician, who has had 
no malpractice suit brought against him 
in his 12 years of practice in the 
community, said, “ The premium rate is 
the same regardless (of a doctor's 
record), so that were all equally 
affected from that standpoint “ 
When he started practice 12 years ago 
his malpractice insurance premiums 
were $300 a year. This year he is paying 
over $4,000. 
’ “ We were having a crisis in 1969,“ he 
continued, “ as far as rates go.” 
At that time he was paying $2500 a 
year for malpractice insurance and was 
advised that it would increase 110 per 
cent. At the same time, Canadian 
doctors were paying $20 a year for the 
same coverage, he said 
“ The only difference I could see was 
that there were no contingency fees, ” he 
stated “ Canadian doctors are certainly 
no more capable than U.S. doctors. ” 
According 
to 
one 
authority 
on 
Canadian health insurance plans, a 
Canadian lawyer would be disbarred if 
he took a contingency fee (that is, if he 
accepted only a percentage of a 
settlement in favor of his client). 
“ If premiums continue to increase,’’ 
concluded the physician, “ doctors will 
be in trouble. I’m no exception. I had to 
borrow for this last premium.” 
This physician is presently insured 
under Pacific Indemnity through a Los 
Angeles broker. Even though county 
medical society sources say Pacific 
Indemnity will no longer offer coverage 
to Santa Barbara County doctors, he has 
not yet received word that his policy has 
been canceled. 
One of six physician members of 
Lompoc’s Valley Medical Group gives 
the 
group’s 
malpractice 
insurance 
premium as $30,000 this year. They 
expect it to go to $60,000; maybe $100,000 
if the present situation continues. 
The group’s feeling 
is basically 
against lawyers’ contingency fees. The 
member stated that only 22 to 23 per 
cent of the settlement goes to the 
plaintiff. Bob Marvin of the Santa 
Barbara County Medical Society feels 
this figure is closer to 18 per cent, while 
the 
rest 
goes 
to 
court 
cost1, 
management costs and lawyers’ fees or 
commissions. 
“ If someone has been wronged,” said 
the Valley Medical Group spokesman, 
"they should get full benefit.” 
However, he does feel that lawsuits 
should be filed in a reasonable length of 
time. The present law allows action 
seven years from discovery of the 
injury. While it might be seven years

from discovery, he said, it could also be 
24 years or more from the actual 
surgery. 


According to Ken Wicks, Lompoc 
Hospital administrator, the hospital is 
presently insured under Imperial, one of 
the two insurance companies that 
continues to offer coverage to local 
physicians. The hospital’s malpractice 
insurance premium is $36,000 this year 
Last vear it was $16,459 Wicks added 
that their insurance agent has said that 
the premium cost may quadruple next 
year. 
“ It’s always been expensive,’’ said 
Wicks, “ but it’s only been the last few 
years that it has gone out of sight." 
Wicks, who has been with the hospital 
for 
12 years, 
explained 
that the 
insurance premium increases with the 
number 
of 
patients 
handled. 
The 
hospital is also carrying insurance on 
three or four full time physicians in the 
emergency room, which has not always 
been done. 
“ It’s a very big part of the cost of 
medical care,’’ said Wicks of the 
malpractice 
insurance 
premium. 
“ Awards are too high But I have no 
solution.” 
If the premiums quadruples next year 
the cost will have to be paid by someone, 
Wicks added That will have to be the 
patient. 
The highest annual premiums are paid 
by doctors in high risk areas such as 
o b stetrics, 
orthopedics 
and 
anaesthesiology . . . areas in which the 
greatest degree of disability to the 
patient could occur, 
according to 
Marvin. For Santa Barbara County 
physicians with these specialities the 
yearly premium averages $6300, said 
Marvin ... this year. 
What will it be next year? Or will the 
remaining insurance company which 
now offers coverage in these areas, 
cancel? 
“ If they cancel, I'll be driven out of 
business,” said one Lompoc physician 
with a high risk specialty. 


The medical profession in Lompoc 
employs over 260 people. The hospital 
accounts for 200 of these. Neither figure 
includes the 27 local physicians. 


Said one woman, whose physician 
employer is waiting to hear whether or 
not 
his 
coverage 
under 
Pacific 
Indemnity has been canceled, “ The 
malpractice insurance problem is one 
that involves more than the doctors. I’ve 
been a medical assistant for 23 years 
and I don’t want to change. But if he’s 
forced out of business, I’ll have to quit 
because there’ll be other medical 
assistants out of work too.” 


The physician’s father is a practicing 
physician in Ohio. Recently, his father’s 
malpractice insurance was canceled. 
Because he was unable to get coverage 
with any other company, it appeared as 
if his practice was at an end. 


During the father’s 40 years of 
practice he has been faced with three 
malpractice suits — all within the last 
three years. One was brought to court 
and ruled in the doctor’s favor. Another 
was settled for a token amount out of 
court. The third was pending in court. 
Because of community outcry at the 
termination of his practice, the third 
case was dropped and the doctor’s 
insurance was reinstated. Tomorrow: 
How do the local attorneys view the 
problem?

along South Vietnam’s coast 


SAIGON (U P I) — Panic and confusion 
spread along the east coast of South 
Vietnam 
today 
ahead 
of 
the 
Communist’s blitzkrieg offensive and 
heavy fighting was reported only & 
miles east of Saigon. Another threat to 
Saigon developed on an arc west and 
north of the city. 
Saigon, a capital tull oi rumors, 
jangled nerves and frightened citizens, 
writhed in a crisis of leadership The 
South Vietnamese Senate passed a 
resolution asking that President Nguyen 
Van Thieu be replaced and blaming the 
staggering Communist victories on 
failure of the United States to live up to 
its commitments in Indochina. 
The 
Viet 
Cong 
Provisional 
Revolutionary 
Government 
in 
a 
statement issued in Paris implied that 
its military offensive would press ahead 
with an attack on Saigon unless Thieu 


was overthrown. It said peace could be 
negotiated only if he were replaced 
Less than 5,000 government troops 
were reported standing before the 
Communist onslaught that has overrun 
17 Provinces -two-thirds of South 
Vietnam. Half of them were battling 
near Xuan Loc, where the Communists 
cut 
Highway 
1 
and 
blocked 
the 
government retreat down the coastal 
road. 
Lt. Gen. Cao Van Vien, the country’s 
top general, broadcast an order of the 
day to his troops tonight telling them to 
“ stop the enemy and destroy them.” 
“ We have only one way and that is to 
fight for our survival,” he said. “ The 
historic hour has come. From this 
moment at all cost we must stand on all 
fronts. Stop the enemy and destroy them 
and counterattack strongly.” 
Vien conferred throughout the evening 


with Thieu, Gen Frederick C Weyand, 
the U.S. Army chief of staff, and high 
Vietnamese 
officers. 
There 
were 
reports the military had given Thieu 
three days to step down 
Military sources said government 
troops and most civilians pulled out of 
two more provincial capitals todav — 
Phan Hang, capital of Nmh Thuan 
Province 30 miles south of Cam Ranh 
Bay, and Phan Thiet, 100 miles east of 
Saigon. 
Phan Thiet, capital of Binh Thuan 
province, was evacuated by military and 
civil authorities late today and fighting 
broke out in the streets in another of the 
scenes of anarchy that have marked the 
fall of Da Nang. Quang Ngai, Qui Nhon, 
Nha Trang 
The government defense lines at Cam 
Hanh Bay, 188 miles northeast of Saigon, 
were crumbling and there were scenes 


'Eye sore' ordinance aired

“ Chew Mail Pouch.” 
The giant letters might be considered 
pleasantly rustic on the side of a rural 
barn. But not viewed from a living room 
window in a Lompoc neighborhood 
Local citizens last year complained of 
such a sign in their midst, but City 
Attorney Alan Davidson discovered that 
the city doesn’t have any machinery for 
getting rid of this type of eyesore. 
Present law enables the City Council to 
force the removal of nuisances caused 
by neglect or blight, a run-down building 
for example, but says nothing about 
visual pollution. 
The result was the consideration by 
the council last night of an addition to 
the city nuisance ordinance that would 
empower the five-person panel to order 
the removal of even new construction or 
decoration work that “ offends the 
senses, or which is unsightly, ugly ... or 
grossly unattractive...” 
Who will decide what is “ unsightly” 
or “ grossly unattractive?” 
The council. 
No action was taken on the proposed 
measure last night. It will go for review 
and 
recommendation 
to 
the 
city 
Planning 
and 
Beau tificatio n 
Commissions. 
“ A man may paint his house in purple 
with green stripes to represent an 
American flag or something and this 
would be a real nuisance,” Davidson 
told the council. With the present 
ordinance, he added, there would be 
nothing the city could do about it. 
Davidson 
said 
he 
thought 
the 
residential “ Mail Pouch" sign, now 
painted over, was an example of “ pop 
art” painted by a local resident rather 
than the tobacco company. He was able 
to have it removed, the attorney said, 
only due to the technicality that the sign 
did advertise a product on the mai et 
and could be considered under the city’s 
sign control ordinance. 
“ If it had not advertised a product 
being sold, I couldn’t have done a thing 
about it,” Davidson said. 
Mayor Art Scott staked out firm 
objections to the “ aesthetic nuisance’’ 
control proposal: 
“ You’re taking away individual rights 
of citizens when you pass an ordinance 
like this,’’ he said. “ And I’m not sure the 
problem is that bad.” 
The mayor said he felt informal 


neighborhood standards could do a 
better job of 
regulating 
unsightly 
buildings and decorations. This, he said, 


would be preferable to the council’s 
acting as a “ tribunal” to determine 
what “ offends the senses” and what 
does not. 
“ I know of several places I would like 
to 
mention 
if 
we 
pass 
this,” 
Councilwoman 
Charlotte 
Benton 
reacted to the proposal. 
“ The phrases here seem to deal with 
subjective value,” said Councilmember 
Elinor 
Lefkowitz. 
“ How 
is 
the 
Beautification Commission going to 
determine what is objectionable or 
offensive?” 
“ This would help take care of 
complaints from the neighborhoods,” 
said Councilman Emil Scolari. “ I think 
this gives the staff a tool to work with 
that they haven’t had.” 
Councilman E C. Stevens was absent 
from last night’s meeting. 
Scott expressed that he thought the 
measure would open a “ pandora’s box” 
of neighborhood complaints about loud 
house 
colors 
and 
other 
aesthetic 
complaints — all of which the council 


would have to mediate. But the vote to 
refer the proposed ordinance change to 
the Planning and Beautification panels 
was unanimous. 
In other actions the council: 
— Set May 6 as the date for a public 
hearing on a variety of local property 
nuisances 
— Established a schedule of fees for 
reproducing city documents. 
— Postponed until the April 15 meet­ 
ing action on the report of the city 
Communications Commission. 
— Set April 15 as a date for a public 
hearing on the draft of the regional 
transportation plan for Santa Barbara 
County. 
— Voted to award city employe Larry 
McCammon $25 for a suggestion that 
improved city handling of emergency 
utility calls. 
— 
Heard 
a 
report 
from 
City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers that the 
city will need $200,000 in revenue 
sharing money this year for the city to 
be able to “continue the same level of 
service.” 
Wahlers 
cited 
the 
“ tremendous increase in the cost of 
operating city services.” 


Nox law repeal legislation 
moves to floor of Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Legislation 
repealing 
controversial 
antismog 
requirements for used car owners in the 
Los Angeles region moves to the floor of 
the Assembly today. 
An emotional issue, which has evoked 
a flood of mail to legislators, the 
program requires 19 million owners of 
1966-70 cars in the South Coast Air Basin 
to 
install state-approved 
devices 
designed to cut emissions of nitrogen 
oxide, a component of smog. 
The Senate-passed bill, (SB41) was 
approved Tuesday by the Ways and 
Means Committee on a bare majority 
10-9 vote. 
Sen. Omer L. Rains, D-Ventura, the 
author of the bill, and other supporters 
said advantages of smog reduction 
would be short lived, since older cars 
are being continually junked. 
“ It’s time to stand up and tell the 
people 
of 
California: 
Ladies 
and 
gentlemen we made a mistake and the 


program can’t be justified.” Rains said 
But 
the 
Air 
Resources 
Board 
vigorously defended the program as 
worthwhile, and indications were that 
Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr agreed 
But the board was criticized by some 
committee members who argued better 
results 
in smog control could 
be 
obtained if officials concentrated on 
stationary sources of pollution, such as 
industries 


The antismog requirements went into 
effect last September in the basin, which 
is home for about half of California's 
cars. The area includes the counties of 
Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside. San

States,”

ambassador from South Vietnam said 
today. 
Ambassador Tran Kim Phuong said 
the United States is losing its credibility 
around the world because it has failed to 
provide additional military aid to his 
country. 
“ 1 would think that the people around 
the world would draw only one possible 
conclusion 
that is, probably, it is 
safer to be (an) ally of the Communists 
and (it) looks like it is fatal to be (an) 
ally of the United States,” Phuong said 
in a taped interview on the CBS Morning 
News 
“ I say that very coolly Not ... with 
any passion 
but I think that it is a 
conclusion that people in the world 
would draw," he said 
The 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee meanwhile dispatched a 
two-person team of staff investigators to 
Saigon to provide first-hand reports on 
the chaotic situation in the beleaguered 
country 
Richard M Moose and Charles F. 
Meissner left today for an investigation 
scheduled to last at least two weeks and 
possibly more 
Phuong s comments on television 
were the most bitter of any top level 
South Vietnamese official since the 
current Communist offensive began 
“ We have evidence that 19 divisions of 
North Vietnamese troops are now 
fighting m South Vietnam," he said 
It is sickening for us to see that nobody 
lift a finger, that nobody, and expecially 
the guarantor of the Paris agreement 
no one of them makes one single move to 
stop this onslaught 
He also charged that the United States 
violated 
the 
1973 
Paris 
Peace 
Agreement by failing to replace lost or 
destroyed South Vletnamese weapons on 
a one-to-one basis 
“ The provision and replacement of 
weapons, one-for-one, has not been 
respected,” he said, and added, “ It's 
quite natural that there is ta» loss of 
heart mour troops " 


'Full public discussion' 
sought by Exxon official

An Exxon Co.. U SA official 
has railed for a "full public 
discussion” of issues which 
brought 
about 
approval 
by 
county supervisors of the Las 
Flores Canyon site for an oil 
and gas processing plant 
Judd Miller, Exxon's division 
manager, said the company’s 
"objective” is to permit the 
county voters — who will take 
part in * referendum May 27 on 
the rezomng ordinance — to 
know why an inland facility is 
preferable to one offshore in 
Federal waters. 
An 
Exxon 
representative, 
asked what was meant by 
"public discussion" seemed to 
agree that the reference is to a 
publicity 
and 
advertising 
campaign in news media and 
on radio and television. 
Miller 
stated 
Exxon 
has 
invested more than $300 million 
in its efforts to produce the 
large amounts of oil and gas 
discovered 
in 
the 
western 
Santa Barbara Channel. He 
stressed the processing facility 
is planned on a site more than a 
mile inland and some 20 miles 
west of Santa Barbara. 
M eanwhile, 
the 
county 
counsel’s office is apparently 
still working on a draft of a 
proposed ordinance aimed at 
limiting expenditures of Exxon 
and opponent groups in the 
election campaign ahead 
A spokesman for the county 
counsel’s office a few days ago 
said he had "no idea” when the 
ordinance 
draft 
might 
be 
offered for action 
Exxon 
opponents 
earlier 
pointed out Exxon had spent a 
large sum already in a series of 
large 
advertisem ents 
in 
various newspapers to try to 
dampen the referendum drive. 
Supervisor Jam es M. Slater 
was turned down by the Board 
of Supervisors when he sought 
to have spending limited to 
$25.000 by each side Supervisor 
Robert E. Kallman felt the 
limit should be considerably 
higher, and the draft from the 
county 
counsel’s 
office 
is 
expected to reflect this view, 
which was supported by the 
three 
board 
members 
who 
voted for the Exxon rezomng 
Feb. 10 
Miller, 
in 
his 
statement, 
pointed out that Exxon's huge 
expenditures in exploring and 
leasing the channel area were 
in 
line 
with 
“ regularly 
established procedures” of the 
Federal government, and came 
after 
“ num erous 
public 
hearings dating back to 1968.” 
Miller listed advantages of a 
canyon site for the processing 
plant 
which 
have 
been 
mentioned and reiterated by 
various other Exxon officials. 
They include county controls, 
use of such a site to provide 
natural gas as well, screening 
from view, and added tax 
revenues to the county. 
Federal authorities have said 
they will allow an offshore 
processing unit if the onshore 
facility is defeated

Habib, the State Department's 
top analyst on East Asia, said 
the administration has conclud­ 
ed that diplomacy wouldn’t do 
any good anyway —that the

battlefield 
Ford is waiting for more 
information. The eyes and ears 
that he sent to evaluate the 
situation are still in Vietnam 
They include Gen Frederick C. 
Weyand, Army chief of staff, 
and David Hume Kennerly, a 
former combat photographer 
with a different series of 
sources, who is close to Ford 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger is expected here soon 
for a full review of diplomatic 
policy. 
Ford was to play golf today, 
then has a busy schedule in San 
Diego 
Thursday 
and 
San 
Francisco Friday. 
“ At the moment there are no 
new 
diplomatic 
initiatives 
under way 
in 
the normal 
sense,” White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said 
Tuesday. 
“ Of course we seek full 
implementation of the Paris 
Accords by North Vietnam, and 
we have stated that publicly 
and often 
We have tried 
through 
normal 
diplomatic 
channels to persuade North 
Vietnam to live up to the 
accords These efforts have so 
far been unsuccessful ” 
Habib 
said 
the 
administration felt the North 
Vietnamese were trying to take 
South Vietnam by force, that it 
had no intention to keep the 
Paris agreements, and that it 
would do no good to request a 
reconvening of the Paris peace 
conference on Indochina. 
Habib's said his personal 
opinion was that Ford would

for 
massive 
military and economic aid for 
Saigon if his observers and 
other reports convinced him 
that Saigon can “ stabilize the 
military situation.”

Election financing 
bill goes to panel

Despite opposition by Common 
Cause, a bill to establish partial 
public financing of statewide 
and legislative general election 
campaigns has moved to the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
Representatives of Common 
Cause, a citizen action group 
committed to public financing 
of election campaigns, said 
they supported the “ concept” 
of the bill, but testified against 
it at a hearing Tuesday held by 
the 
Senate 
Elections 
and 
Reapportionment Committee. 
The committee voted 4-1 to 
send the bill (SB442) by Sen 
Anthony Beilenson, Q-Los An­ 
geles, to the Finance Commit­ 
tee, which he chairs. 
The Finance Committee at 
two previous legislative ses­ 
sions has been the graveyard 
for similar bills. 
Among other things, 
the 
measure would prohibit contri­ 
butions in excess of $100 by 


individuals or organizations to 
a candidate for statewide office 
such 
as 
governor 
or 
to 
candidates for the Assembly 
and Senate. 
Additionally, in general elec­ 
tions starting next year the 
taxpayer would subsidize the 
candidate at a rate of $2 for 
each $1 he raised from private 
sources. The bill would set a 
maximum limit on public funds 
to be expended based on the 
number of registered voters in 
a legislative district. 
Beilenson estimated a typical 
Assembly 
race 
would 
cost 
about $19,000 while a Senate 
race would total about $23,000 
He calculated the total cost for 
all candidates in every state­ 
wide and legislative race at 
roughly $4 million a year. 
Common Cause Representa­ 
tives Scott Fitzrandolph and 
Dave Arthur announced they 
favored the concept of the bill, 
but testified against it.

Internal Revenue Service will 
begin mailing the first of 78 
million tax rebate checks May 
9 and the first batch will go to 
those taxpayers who filed their 
returns early.

The measure authorizes low- 
mterest state loans to develop 
housing, mostly rental apart­ 
ments, for low and moderate 
income persons who otherwise 
could not afford decent shelter 
Loans also could be made for 
home rehabilitation and such 
programs as "urban homes­ 
teading."

He said the loans would 
provide 20.000 housing units and

The bill would establish a 
state housing finance agency 
and authorize $950 million in 
bonds to provide the 
low 
interest loans. An 11-member, 
semi independent board would 
be appointed to direct the

At the request of the Brown 
administration 
and 
several 
lawmakers, 
the 
committee 
voted to impose a $43,404-a- 


year ceiling on the salary that 
can be paid to the president of 
the new board 
Chacon wanted to pay wha­ 
tever necessary to lure an 
experienced administrator His 
staff estimated this might be 
$60,000 or more a year, but said 


it was justified because the 
agency will be self-supporting 
and its president paid only if it

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‘Easter Week in England’ 


London fog, sunshine, rain and even snow were 
encountered by 11 Lompocans on their “Easter Week in 
England” with 252 other California Thespians. Just 
returned are Larry Bowen, drama instructor at Lompoc 
High School, the local sponsor; students: Charlie Blake, 
Paul Collins, Sandra Garcia, Judi Gideon, Kim Herber 
and Becky Toomey; parents Dr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Toomey, Dr. Lester Gideon and Shirley (Mrs. Michael 
J .) Garcia. 


Long-time planned, the tour was designed for drama 
students to see London theaters and productions as well 
as historical places. The students saw “Romeo and 
Juliet” performed by the famous Bristol Old Vic 
Company; a musical, “ Billy” and a modern day version 
of “Tartuffe” by Moliere, performed by the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Arts. Also offered were a comedy, 
“Absurd Person Singular,” and a musical dramatization 
on the Beatties called “John, Paul, George, Ringo and 
Bert.” Instructor Bowen holds the record for seeing 11 
different performances during the group’s stay in 
England. 


The California party left Los Angeles March 21 for the 
flight by air for London. Motorbus tours carried the 
group to Stratford on Avon to see Shakespeare s 
birthplace and grave, 
and other historical sites: 
Warwick Castle, well preserved; Bristol and Bath, 
where they saw the ancient Roman hot springs and 
baths. 


In London, their tour on foot, the undergrounds 
(subway) and doubledecker buses included such famous 
sites as Buckingham Palace, where they observed 
changing of the guard; Big Ben, Houses of Parliament, 
Westminster Abbey, St. Paul’s Cathedral, where the 
young people climbed the 300 steps to the very top of the 
dome. Also seen were the Tower of London, the Crown 
Jewels, the National Art Gallery, where Gainsboroughs, 
Rembrandts, Van Dykes, Rubens, Leonardo and other 
world master paintings hang 


Tour guides, who were local London actors, also 
pointed out such uncommon sights as theaters, churches, 
museums, No. 10 Downing Street, and many old homes 
The Lompoc party’s bus driver turned out to be a 
composer and singer, and favored with one of his original 
arrangements. 
Almost all the travelers ventured forth on shopping 
trips in the London area only to find that inflation has hit 
England as well as the United States. Food is very 
expensive 
both 
in 
markets 
and 
restaurants. 
A 
hamburger, served with a few French fries and baked 
beans cost one pound, fifty pence, the U S equivalent of 
$3.81. The most reasonable way to eat lunch, they found, 
was to patronize the stand-up tea shops. One serves 
themselves at the counter and the average cost was 75 
pence for two people, the U.S. equivalent of $1.30 
Souvenirs and clothing purchases were kept to a 
minimum when the travelers checked the prices. Nearly 
all went to Harrods Department Store to look around — 
and that was it! Harrods was found comparable to 
Neiman Marcus in Dallas. Questioning native Britishers, 
they found more reasonable places and at least one girl 
bought her graduation dress. 
Although the travelers had been warned that England 
would be cold at the time of their visit, they were still 
surprised and unprepared for quite the cold they found 
The girls ended up by wearing two pair of pantyhose, two 
sweaters, and whatever other warm clothes they could 
find. Some of the Californians had never seen snow and 
were surprised to find it in London. 
Climaxing the group’s London visit was their visit to 
the Elizabethan feast at the Gore Hotel. There the 
“wenches” served the “ladies” and their “masters' 
food and drink as in the days of yore. Sitting on wooden 
benches, using wooden plates, the diners were also 
entertained by traveling minstrels. 
Tired, but with a feeling having gained much through 
their travels, the theaters and performers, and many 
new friends, the travelers left London the evening of 
March 29 with many fond memories

PUC staff suggests 
no structure change 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Alternative pricing methods 
might be tried but otherwise 
the present rate structure on 
electricity in California should 
be maintained, according to 
staff members of the California 
Public Utilities Commission 
The staff recommended to 
the Commission Tuesday that 
the present cents-per-kilowatt 
hour 
basis 
for distributing 
increases was consistent in 
relation to Pacific Gas and 
Electric and the state's other 
utilities. 
“It has properly resulted in 
much higher percentage in­ 
creases to large users of 
electricity,” the staff report 
said. “Rather than any change 
in basic formula, the commis- 
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sion may wish to consider 
exceptions (to the rate struc­ 
ture).” 
The staff made its report in 
connection with an application 
by PG&E for rate increases on 
which hearings are scheduled 
to start in San Diego next 
Monday. 
The report did recommend in 
cases where metering equip­ 
ment exists that the PUC might 
raise prices to large users 
during peak-load periods. 
The staff also recommended 
that the three major electric 
utilities under its jurisdiction 
be required to offer discount 
prices for energy conservation 
on an experimental basis to a 
limited number of customers. 
It also suggested exploring an 
optional “lifeline” rate for 
those, primarily the elderly 
and the poor, who use minimal 
amounts of electricity. 
In the introduction to the 
report, the staff said “electric 
utility rates for California have 
been relatively low as com­ 
pared to other areas of the 
country. During the 1960s and 
until the early 1970s rates have 
been reduced from previous 
levels and the question of rate 
structure had not been very 
controversial.” 
“Rapid increases, particular­ 
ly in the prices of fuel for 
generation, and secondarily in 
the increase of construction 
costs and wages, have brought 
about substantial increases in 
rates.” 
The report said that for 
PG&E, increases in 1973 and 
1974 had been less than 36.9 per 
cent for domestic users, while 
running 62.9 per cent for large 
industrial customers. 
For Southern California Edi­ 
son Co., the increases during 
the same period were less than 
76.8 per cent for domestic users 
and 122.1 per cent for large 
industrial users. 
The same figures for San Diego 
Gas and Electric Co. were less 
than 64 2 per cent for domestic 
users 
and 
78.6 
for 
large 
industrial customers.

Mineral King because benefits 
to the public would outweigh 
any negative environmental 
factors.

ski 
facilities 
for 
residents 
of

Angeles, 
located 200 miles south. 
McCloskey argued that sur­ 
plus of ski facilities already 
exist. 


“Even assuming that an 
unmet skier demand did exist, 
it is obvious that only the 
demands of the very affluent 
will be met by this develop­ 
ment,” said McCloskey.

Mrs Cock 
rell fell short of the 51 per cent 
she needed to avoid a runoff 
Cattlemen face worst feed crisis 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
Livestock producers, already 
suffering from falling market 
prices and rising costs, will 
soon face the worst feed crisis 
since the 1930s, according to 
the 
American 
Forage 
and 
Grassland Council. 
“Unless 
cattle 
producers 
plan 
expanded 
forage 
programs for the next few 
months, 
many 
will 
face 
economic disaster," said W J 
Moline, AFGC president and an 
extension agronomist at the 
University of 
Nebraska 
at 
Lincoln. 
Due to unfavorable cattle 
prices, Moline said, thousands 
of producers have held their 
cattle and now have two calf 
crops on farms where there 
ordinarily would be only one. 
Also, he said, many cattlemen 
went into the winter with 
overgrazed pastures and inade­ 
quate supplies of hay and silage 
due to last summer’s draught 
Add to this the fact that many 
cattle producers reduced feed 
purchases because of rising 
grain and protein supplement 
prices and there is the potential 
for 
serious 
feed 
supply 
problems, 
Moline said. 
He 
urged an all out emergency 
program to increase supplies of 
homegrown feed. 
Moline 
recommended 
the 
following general measures to 
increase forage production: 


—Seeding small grains in 
permanent pastures, a step 
that can be taken for another 30 
to 
60 
days 
depending 
on 
l o c at i on 
and 
w e a t h e r 
conditions. 
Small 
grains 
require four to six weeks from 
seeding to produce available 
forage, and the forage may be 
grazed or harvested. Small 
grain seed supplies are abun­ 
dant. the AFGC said. 
—Overseeding legumes such 
as clover, alfalfa and birdsfoot 
trefoil, to i.icrease the volume 
and quality of summer forage 
Overseeding may be done now 
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Legumes require six to eight 
weeks from seeding before 
they 
can 
c o n t r i b u t e 
significantly to the food supply 
—Planting summer annual 
forage crops such as sudans, 
sorghum-sudan 
crosses 
and 
millets These may be planted 
after corn planting time for use 
as 
temporary 
pastures 
or 
harvested forage. Seed supplies 
are below normal, however, 
and these crops usually require 
four to seven weeks after 
planting to reach harvestable 
stage. 
—Fertilizing permanent pas­ 
tures Although expensive, fer­ 
tilizer is still one of the best 
buys for 
increasing forage 
supplies. The AFGC said the 
most effective time to use 
nitrogen on grass pastures is 
just as the spring growth is 
beginning —which is now in 
many areas 
Better grazing management, 
primarily 
rotating 
animals 
from one pasture to another 
instead of letting them graze at 
random, helps utilize more 
forage per acre, the AFGC 
said. 
Also, farmers could harvest 
and 
store 
surplus 
forage 
instead of allowing ungrazed 
areas to grow to maturity, at 
which time it has relatively low 
feed value The AFGC said 
“ hundreds 
of 
silos 
now 
standing idle on beef farms 


could be brought into use this 
year" for storage of hay crops 
and small grain silage 
The group added that beef 
cattle will probably be grown to 
heavier weights on forage in 
the future before being moved 
to feedlots. This will require 
greater emphasis on maximiz­ 
ing forage production potential 
and better management of 
cattle 
and 
forage-producing 
land 
The AFGC said the I billion

McAdoo a shoo-in 
for MVP honors 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 
SAN FRANCISCO. Calif — (N EA i — Bob McAdoo will be 
named the most valuable player in the National Basketball 
Association for the 1974-75 season It's almost as certain as Red 
Auerbach lighting up a victory cigar With the votes of the 216 
roster players of the National Basketball Association already in, 
and being tabulated, the stringy oenter of the Buffalo Braves is 
the odds-on favorite for the 20th annual Podoloff Cup. emblematic 
of individual supremacy in pro basketball. 
No one disputes the merits of McAdoo, the NBA s leading scorer 
this season 
Nevertheless, it is argued here that the polling 
process is imbalanced 
On the basis of value to his club, there is probably no more 
noteworthy player in the game than Dave Cowens of the Boston 
Celtics. Unless it's Kareem Abdul Jabbar of the Milwaukee 
Bucks. Both were out with injuries the first month of the season 
and. during their absences both their teams stumbled miserably. 
The Celtics, particularly, became eminent again with the return 
of redhead Cowens. Both have been previous winners of the 
Podoloff trophy. 
And both. like McAdoo. are centers. Which leads to the 
explanation of imbalance. 
In the 20-year history of the award, only three men have won it 
who haven’t played the pivot position on their respective teams. 
They are Bob Pettit, the inaugural winner who was a forward with 
the St Louis Hawks; backcourt star Bob Cousy of the Boston 
Celtics, who followed Pettit as the winner in 1957; and Oscar 
Robertson of the Cincinnati Royals, for his playmaking genius in 
1964 
Nowhere on the roster of most valuable players are the names 
of Elgin Baylor and Jerry West, who surely will be in the Hall of 
Fame for their exploits with the Los Angeles Lakers and were 
prominent factors in pro basketball’s acceptance as a major 
sport Nowhere do you find such still active greats as John 
Havlicek, Walt Frazier and Rick Barry — surely destined for the 
Hall of Fame, too. 
In fact, Barry has appeared in the top five of the voting only 
once — in his rooke year of 1966-67 — though he’ll undoubtedly do 
better this season. Frazier has made the top five only once, as the 
fourth place vote-getter in 1970 Havlicek’s highest was fourth 
place in 1972. 
All this, of course, reinforces the stature of the center as the big 
man, literally and figuratively, in basketball. 
When the most-valuable-player voting was introduced by 
Newspaper Enterprise Association in the 1955-56 season, with the 
players as the electorate no center in the NBA got a single vote 
Pettit, forward Paul Arizin of Philadelphia and Cousy were the 
top three choices. The same pattern pertain a year later, with 
Cousy and Pettit switching positions. The big man was necessary 
— the era of George Mikan had just ended — but he wasn’t 
dominant. 
And then Bill Russell came upon the scene, followed by Wilt 
Chamberlain a couple of seasons later. From 1958 through 1968, 
except for a repeat by Pettit in ’69 and Robertson’s breakthrough 
in '64, Russell and Wilt dominated the M VP polls. Bill won five 
trophies, Chamberlain four When they faded, a new string of 
centers came on — Wes Unseld, Willis Reed, Jabbar and Cowens. 
Now McAdoo. 
“ I can understand it,” says Coach Bill Sharman of the Lakers, 
who got two votes as a guard in the very first Podoloff ballotting, 
because it’s hard to deny that you’ve got to have a big center to 
win. Maybe they should break it up like they do in baseball and 
have an M VP for centers, then forwards, then guards.” 
In McAdoo, this year’s leading candidate, the NBA proffers a 
unique player.

But when they 
traded Elmore Smith to the Lakers last year, he was moved to the 
middle, where he feels more comfortable and gets his 30-plus 
points a game. 
And where, because he is nominally a center, he’s in good 
position to capture the attention of MVP voters.

Legislature is once again back 
in session and their agenda 
appears to be heavy but still 
we hear little of any efforts to 
i n t r o d u c e 
m e a n i n g f u l 
legislation that would once, 
and for all, cure the ills and 
problems of the farm laborers 
and 
the 
union 
battles 
concerning them. 
The problem is one that has 
been with us for some time. It 
has caused the strife in our 
fields 
and 
the 
threat 
to 
production. 
It is a highly 
complicated issue, but many 
complicated issues have been 
resolved through meaningful 
legislation if only somebody 
will take the ball and run with 
it. 
Perhaps the main issue, and 
no 
d o u b t 
t he 
m o s t 
bothersome, is the right of the 
farm laborer to choose his 
union or not choose a union 
through the use of the secret 
ballot. On the surface, this 
does 
not 
appear 
to 
be 
c o m p l i c a t e d 
but 
t he 
machinery to provide for such 
a secret ballot is the difficult 
language that must be put into 
law. 
The United Farm Workers 
of America have once again 
brought the 
need 
for the 


secret ballot legislation to the 
fore with their march on the 
Gallo Winery in Modesto in 
urging the boycott of Gallo 
products. 
We 
see such 
a 
boycott as wrong. The issue 
here is definitely a battle 
between 
two 
unions, 
the 
T eam sters 
Union 
which 
currently is contracted with 
Gallo, and the UFW. 
We agree with a recent 
editorial in the Vallejo Times- 
Herald which said, in part: 
“The last thing we want to do 
is 
i n t e r f e r e 
with 
the 
operations of unions, but in 
this instance it is our duty to 
point out the wrong Chavez is 
doing. The fight between the 
two unions does not belong out 
in 
the 
fields 
where 
the 
slightest delay in harvesting 
could lower the value of the 
crop and perhaps make it 
useless. Chavez should take 
his 
fight 
to 
the

Legislature where it belongs.

Retired state workers 


Responding to the criticisms levelled 
by Governor Jerry Brown and others 
over the excessive salaries paid top UC 
officials, some Regents and UC prexy 
Charles J. Hitch, retorted that state 
salaries are too low. Hitch receives 
159,500 plus a long list of tax exempt 
benefits. 
Meanwhile, 
some 
18,000 
retired state workers are praying for 
relief from inflation which has made 
most of them near paupers. 
Only about 15 per cent of state 
workers ever achieve retirement status. 
The average state retiree receives less 
than $200 a month. Many of these paid as 
much as 11 per cent or more of their 
earnings during their productive years 
to buy financial security for their senior 
years. 
Inflation 
has destroyed that 
security. But their contributions have 
enabled 
the 
Public 
E m ployes 
Retirement System to invest in stocks 
and other securities to build one of the 
largest funds in the state, totalling more 
than $5 billion. Only banks like the Bank 
of America have greater assets. 
There can hardly be any denying that 
these retired persons have an earned 
and vested interest in the PERS fund 
Neither can it be denied that they were 


influenced by the promise of security to 
remain as state employes during the 
palmy days when private employment 
may have seemed more attractive. It 
was part of the total compensation 
package promised. 
In recognition of the dwindling away 
of this security, due to inflation, the 
Legislature, 
in 
1970, 
adopted 
an 
adjustment program for retirees to be 
based upon the Consumer Price Index 
but they placed a one per cent ceiling, 
later increased to two per cent. In the 
face of the staggering ten per cent or 
more CPI change in the past year, the 
adjustment 
is 
a 
mere 
pittance. 
U nfortunately, 
each 
year 
has 
compounded the problem as the retired 
sink deeper and deeper. 
Both the president of the California 
State 
Employees 
Association, 
John 
Matheny, and Speaker Leo McCarthy 
have pledged to remedy their plight. But 
their efforts to restore the retiree to a 
monthly pension more nearly equal in 
value to that which he received when he 
first retired seems to be bogged down on 
the arguments that there is not enough 
money.

commitment cannot be begged away on 
that plea. The money is there. If it 
m ean s 
that

in 
contributions by reason of the flat rate 
payments. In contrast, prior employe 
« contributions were in accordance with 
the entry age 
into the retirement 
program. 


What CSEA is asking is a one time 
cost of living increase for retirees, 
pointing out that from 1966 to 1974 the 
CPI rose 47 per cent while special 
adjustments for retirees have been less 
than 25 per cent. They also seek a raise 
in the ceiling of two per cent annual 
increase to three per cent. That, to 
many, is a “cop-out.” The study ordered 
by the State Personnel Board at the 
req u est 
of 
G overnor 
R eagan 
recommended

based upon actual CPI changes. The 
PERS recommended up to 5 per cent 
annual adjustments.

supplies. 
As an example, throwaway needles 
and 
syringes 
are 
replacing 
the 
reusables. The reusable 
needles and 
syringes required expensive labor to 
clean and re-sterilize. Many hospitals 
are also switching to disposable scrub 
suits, which surgeons wear, and surgical 
drapery. 
This 
substantially 
reduces 
laundering expenses. 
Another device introduced into the 
operating rooms is the electric cautery 
It is now rather widely accepted and 
cuts operating time and eliminates the 
use of dozens of expensive sutures. 
And where suturing is necessary, 
another device has emerged as probably 
the most significant time and cost saver 
— the surgical stapler. 
Surgical stapling instruments stitch 
automatically using tiny stainless steel 
staples. A surgeon can simultaneously 
place the equivalent of 66 silk sutures 
with one application, reducing operating 
time by as much as 50 per cent. This all 
adds to more success in the operating 
room, something we all think about, for 
sure. 
The use of the surgical stapler is 
increasing rapidly.
